Gen. Gracey told the Annam- 
ese leaders that their professed 
inability to restore nationalist- 
seized hostages was “an admis- 
sion of inability to function ef- 


fectively as an administration.” |

Time was when the Services 
announcement regarding Re- 
pulse Bay bathing beach would 
have provoked acid commer:t. 
It is atressed, however, that the 
decision to divide the beach by 
barbed-wire barricnde,.{s but 4 
temporary = mensure. That 
helps to moderate the imme- 
diate reaction: that, plus the 
time of the year and the 
realisation that transport pro- 
blems being as acute os they 
are, without early promise of 
improvement, the matter, taken 
by and large, is of little ‘m- 
portance at the present time. 
Jt should do no harm, never- 
theless, to point out for the 
benefit of those whom it may 
concern, that Repulse Bay is a 
public bathing beach, and, in 
normal times, the natural week- 
end rendezvous from April on- 
wards. of hundreds of Hong 
Kong residents and __ visitors. 
The idea of dividing the 
beach, compartmentally, is 
something 80 entirely new, 80 
out of Reeping with the past, 
that it {s more than a $rifle 
shocking to many suscentibili- 
ties. ‘This remains true even 
while interest to-day may be 
largely academic. After all, 
few of us can to-day afford the 
time to indulge the luxury of 
bench bathing. When we could, 
beach behaviour from a sovial 
point of vicw was eminently 
satisfying. Hong Kong had a 
reputation, not altogether un- 
deserved, for having a discon- 
certing knack of producing 
snobbery in the most un- 
expected places. But for some 
reason or othor, shall we sug- 
gest the strong weight of 
public opinion, this received 
sharp contradictien on our 
beaches, and we all went in to- 
gether in o manner vhich 
would have 
democratically insistent of in- 
dividuals. While our local s0- 
ciety on some occasions kept uP 
its serious and seemly ritual, 
shook it off readily enough 
prior to donning its bathing 
costume. Oddly enough, oF 
perhaps the truth lies in pre- 
cisely the opposite direction, the 
result was that everybody, en- 
joyed themselves so much more. 
It may have had something to 
do, of course, with the fact 
‘that the taipan, while impres- 
sive enough in his commodious 
carpeted office, was no great 
shakes in a pair of woollen ab-
